A idea of compiling the following work firſt- 


occurred to me, from converſing with ſeveral 
Engliſh gentlemen of rank and fortune, who had been 
taught the French language at home, and had ſpared no 
pains or expence to attain this polite and uſeful accom- 
pliſhment : yet how great was my ſurpriſe, when I met 
them in ſeveral parts of Europe, to find that they were 
every where diſtinguiſhed to be Britons ; not merely by 
their pronunciation, but by the peculiar phraſes they 
made uſe of, and the ſingular conſtructions of their ſen- 


tences in ſpeaking this polite language! Curioſity firſt | 
induced me to trace the origin of this defect; and 


having found it, an ardent deſire to ſerve my country- 
men, animated me to apply the remedy. | 

The defect hinted at, ariſes from the common method 
of teaching the French language in England, by the 
Dictionaries and Grammars that prejudice and habit 
have exalted into vogue: ſome of theſe were compiled 
at the beginning of the preſent century; ſince which 
period, both the French and Engliſh languages have 
undergone great variations, and have been conſiderably 
improved: regardleſs of the perſpicuity and correQnefs 
which new compoſitions, in either language, muſt re- 
quire, the more modern productions ſeem to be copies 
after originals, in which the defects are obſtinately pre- 
ſerved, and the real merits of the ancient pieces are left 
out, to make room for new conceits. A variety of in- 
ſtances might be produced to ſupport this charge; but 
the fear of injuring private property, theſe works being 
diſperſed, not only in the bookſellers ſhops, but, in 


ſhort, throughout the kingdom, deters me from ſelecting 
their

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their glaring imperfection: leaving it, therefore, to 
eyery learner to determine for himſelf, in a fair com- 
pariſon, I ſhall only obſerve, it will be found, on 
examination, that in every Dictionary of the French 
and Engliſh languages now extant, the definition of 
French words, and their various acceptations, are often 
tortured from their true ſenſe, to ſuit the idiom and 
phraſeology of the Engliſh language. From hence it 
ariſes, that our young gentlemen, when they arc on 
their travels, meet with many ſenſible mortifications ; 
for imagining that they underſtand the French language, 
from being able to converſe frequently, they are aſto- 
niſhed to find their converſation become occaſionally the 
ſubject of pleaſantry and ridicule. Yet nothing is more 
natural, if it be conſidered, that they talk and write 
Englifh French, if I may be allowed the expreſſion, in- 
ſtead of genuine French. To prevent this, is the de- 
ſign of the preſent work, in which the greateſt care has 
been taken to collate the various ſignifications of every 
'word now in uſe in the French language, from the beſt 
writers in France, down to the very laſt publication on 
the ſubject, before this work went to the preſs. 

The natural, accuſtomary, and polite ſenſe is given to 
every French word, and its fimilar fignification is care- 
Fully ſelected from the moſt approved Engliſh writers; 
but the acceptation of the French word is not ſtrained, 
to conform it to an Engliſh meaning it will not bear ; 
neither is the Engliſh forcibly ingrafted on the French 
ſtock. Thus I have. endeavoured to remedy an error 
which has often excited laughter in converſation, ren- 
dered epiſtolary correſpondence unintelligible, and diſ- 
figured tranſlation; how far I have ſucceeded muſt be 
left to the determination of the Public, to whoſe judg- 
ment 1 ſubmit the work.
